"The  World  of  Tomorrow" 

HE  NEW  YORK  WORLD'S  FAIR  signalizes  a  triumph  in  which 
brain  and  brawn,  patience  and  skill  have  combined  with  all  the  arts 
to  build  America's  Future,  the  World  of  Tomorrow. 

This  mammoth  spectacle,  which  commemorates  the  one  hundred  and 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  inauguration  of  George  Washington  as 
the  first  President  of  the  new  American  Nation  under  the  Federal  Constitution, 
offers  the  best  in  architecture,  sculpture,  dioramas,  murals,  music,  amusements 
and  displays  the  best  that  the  nations  offer  in  materials,  ideas  and  all  the  things 
available  to  every  man  and  every  community.  It  is  everybody's  fair. 

The  theme  center  consisting  of  the  Trylon  and  Perisphere  in  which  is  embodied 
a  vast  exhibit  hall,  inclosing  one  dramatic  and  beautiful  illustration  of  the  inter- 
dependence of  all  peoples,  trades  and  classes  in  the  modern  world.  Never  before 
in  history  has  man  undertaken  to  build  a  globe  of  such  tremendous  proportions. 
The  seven  hundred  foot  Trylon  is  a  landmark  serving  as  a  beacon  for  the  Fair. 

The  entire  Fair  has  been  divided  into  zones,  each  one  devoted  to  the  exposition 
of  some  important  phase  of  modern  life.  These  zones  are  dominated  by  the  Theme 
Center  of  the  Fair. 

Sculptural  adornment  of  the  Fair  comprises  the  work  of  thirty-six  sculptors 
representing  virtually  every  school  from  the  conservative  to  the  ultra-radical. 
Pieces  are  all  of  heroic  size,  the  largest  being  a  sixty-five  foot  portrait  statue  of 
George  Washington  by  James  Earle  Fraser  which  dominates  Constitution  Mall. 

The  Focal  Exhibits  are  gigantic  shows  within  themselves.  "Tomorrow  Town"  an 
example  of  community  design,  with  15  completely  furnished  homes.  The  Food 
Exhibits,  the  Transportation  Zone  where  one  may  ride  the  motor  cars  of  Tomor- 
row, and  marvel  at  the  highways  of  the  Future,  and  witness  the  complete 
pageant  of  transportation,  "Railroads  on  Parade."  More  exhibits  with  stories  of 
oil,  mines,  textiles,  each  in  its  separate  setting.  Fashions,  Medicine,  Health, 
Sports,  Production,  Distribution,  Communication — every  serious  pursuit — every 
hobby  of  man,  woman  and  child  gratified. 

The  amusement  center  offers  a  variety  of  thrilling,  joyous  and  picturesque  diver- 
sions which  are  almost  endless.  A  spectacular  pageant  in  the  "Fountain  Lake 
Amphitheatre,"  thrilling  rides  of  the  future  based  on  aviation  experiments,  Old 
New  York,  recapturing  the  spirit  of  the  Gay  '90's  are  only  some  of  the  high  spots 
in  the  amusement  area. 

Among  other  noteworthy  engineering  projects  is  the  Lagoon  of  Nations  with  its 
numerous  fountains.  At  the  end  of  each  gala  day  visitors  witness  a  thrilling 
symphony  of  Fire,  Water,  Color  and  Sound  over  the  Lagoon  of  Nations.  These 
colossal  displays  are  on  a  scale  of  stupendous  magnitude.  Pillars  of  water  rise 
high  in  the  air,  flames  dart  from  unseen  sources,  vari-colored  lights  play  upon 
the  ever-changing  cloud  forms  which  float  over  this  scene.  Music  is  perfectly 
synchronized  with  these  myriad  effects  to  round  out  the  most  glorious  ensembles 
ever  conceived. 

The  New  York  World's  Fair  points  to  the  Future  by  demonstrating  how  Today 
may  be  lived,  and  Tomorrow  so  planned,  that  the  world  may  be  a  better  and 
happier  abode  for  all  mankind.

THE  NATIONAL  CASH  REGISTER  BUILDING.  The  cash  register  atop  of  the  building  is  by  far  the  largest  cash 
register  ever  built.  It  revolves  so  that  it  may  be  seen  from  every  direction,  and  as  each  visitor  passes  into  the  Fair 
grounds  his  entrance  at  the  gates  is  "rung  up"  on  the  cash  register. 


THE  FIRESTONE  FACTORY  AND  EXHIBITION  BUILDING  covers  three  and  one-half  acres,  and  houses  a  mod- 
ern tire  factory  producing  a  finished  tire  every  four  minutes.  The  outdoor  feature  of  the  exhibit  is  a  typical  Ameri- 
can farm  with  barns,  granary  and  other  buildings  modernized  with  rubber-tired  tractors  and  implements.  Cattle, 
sheep,  chickens  and  other  livestock  roam  the  field.

THE  ELECTRICAL  PRODUCTS  BUILDING  is  a  rainbow  of  colors  glowing  across  the  World  of  Tomorrow.  The 
Building  is  in  the  "Blue  Sector"  with  a  mural  hint  of  "Wonder*"  displayed  behind  its  portals.  The  oddly  shaped 
pylon  at  the  left  is  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  building. 


THE  STAR  PYLON,  a  great  shaft  of  varnished  wood  reaching  approximately  130  feet  into  the  air,  is  located  at 
the  northern  end  of  the  Communications  Building.  It  is  fitted  with  tube  lighting  behind  shields,  and  the  light 
directed  on  the  deeply-fluted  varnished  wood  surface  gives  an  unusual  and  pleasing  illumination  to  the  whole  tower 
at  night.

THE  CANADIAN  PAVILION  fronts  on  Presidential  Road  South  with  the  Court  of  Peace  just  beyond.  The  walls 
of  white  stucco  are  relieved  by  colored  ornamentation,  quantities  of  flowers  and  the  colored  coat  of  arms  of  the 
Dominion.

The  exhibit  actually  is  four  buildings,  located 
on  the  four  corners  of  a  spectacular  and  imaginary  full-scale  street  intersection  of  the  future.  The  buildings  are 
joined  into  the  over-all  exhibit  structure  by  elevated  pedestrian  sidewalks,  which  extend  for  a  full  city  block  in 
two  directions.  The  street  below  is  designed  for  motor  traffic  and  contains  sixty  motorcars,  trucks,  buses  and  taxi- 
cabs.  "Previews  of  Progress,"  a  stage  show  of  science  and  research,  is  presented  in  the  General  Motors  Auditorium.

THE  AVIATION  BUILDING  was  designed  to  give  visitors  the  impression  of  arriving  at  a  large  and  busy  airport. 
In  the  central  portion  of  the  structure  is  an  exhibit  of  the  latest  type  of  plane,  including  the  plane  of  tomorrow. 
At  the  floor  level,  exhibits  of  agencies  cooperating  to  increase  the  safety  and  speed  of  air  travel. 


CONTEMPORARY  ARTS  BUILDING  houses  the  most  comprehensive  exhibit  of  works  by  living  American  artists 
ever  assembled  in  this  country.  The  keynote  of  the  exhibition  is  "Democracy  in  Art,"  and  every  artist  in  the  coun- 
try was  given  an  equal  chance  to  have  his  work  represented  at  the  Fair. 


HEINZ  DOME  is  centrally  located  on  Constitution  Mall.  Decorating  the  exterior  of  the  100  foot  high  Dome  is  the 
Mural  of  Harvest  done  in  relief  by  the  well-known  master,  Domenico  Mortellito.  One  side  of  the  mural  depicts  the 
gathering  of  raw  materials  and  winnowing  of  spices  in  the  eastern  hemisphere.  The  other  side  dramatizes  agricul- 
tural activities  of  the  western  world.

THE  GLASS  CENTER  BUILDING  has  a  floor  area  of  2  5,000  square  feet  and  contains  the  exhibits  of  three  leading 
glass  companies.  The  tower,  108  feet  high,  is  constructed  of  blue  plate  glass  and  glass  block.  Here  visitors  may  see 
an  actual  glass  furnace  in  operation.

THE  GENERAL  CIGAR  COMPANY  is  situated  at  the  intersection  of  Jefferson  Place  and  Avenue  of  Pioneers.  A 
huge  mosaic  mural  (Dock  Curtis,  designer)  depicts  the  growing,  manufacturing  and  use  of  cigar  tobacco.  The 
exhibits  include  world  news  flashes  and  inning-by-inning  accounts  of  all  baseball  games  in  the  Major  Leagues. 


THE  YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION  of  the  City  of  New  York  is  situated  on  Hamilton  Place,  sixty 
yards  west  of  the  George  Washington  Statue.  It  is  the  hospitality  center,  and  meeting  place  of  thousands  of  World's 
Fair  visitors  each  day.

THE  NEW  ENGLAND  EXHIBIT  combines  five  states  namely,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  Hampshire,  Rhode

THE  BRITISH  PAVILION  on  Constitution  Mall  fronts  the  Lagoon  of  Nations.  In  the  Royal  Room  a  replica  of  the 
Crown  Jewels  is  displayed  and  four  large  panels  show  how  Britain's  history  has  centered  around  her  kings.  The 
Pavilion  also  contains  an  art  gallery,  a  cinema,  a  restaurant,  and  a  section  devoted  to  official  publications  and 
industrial  exhibits.
